Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Downs discussed the Examiner's assertion of some claim 
recitations based on the reference peadpod.com, specifically the following claim recitations: "receiving buyer offer 
information, including an indication of an offer amount" (claim 1); "a binding offer or a buyer-defined offer amount" 
(claims 13-14); "evaluating the buyer offer informaiton based on the offer amount and calculating a proability that an 
offer will be accepted based on the offer amount (claims 34 and 36); and "transmitting information enabling buyer to 
take possession of the selected products at a merchant (claim 53) based on the Examiner's assertion from the 
webpages teachings of peapod.com.
